DMHS Report 


F anything was necded to 

demonstrate the disturb- 
ing tnadequacy of 
Colony's hospital! and 
sanatoria facilities, the 
1963-64 report of the Direc- 
tor of Medical and Health 
Services, Issued this week, 
provides it. 

For conalder these extracts 
from the report: In the 
maternity hospitals, and 
the matern{ly wards of the 
general hospitals, the 
shortage of accommodation 
continued to be a problem. 
ft was only possible to retain 
patienta in the available 
maternily beds for an 
averaye of three days. And 
again: No substantial im- 
provement was effected in 
general environmental 
sanitation and it was there- 
fore tu be expected that 
enteric fever and the 
dysenteries were very pre- 
valent +. . the infectious 
disease hospitals were bare- 
ly capable of dealing with 
the situation. And on TB. 
there appears this: The 
number vf beds iu the 
Colony for the treatment of 
tuberculosis is insufficient 
and the tuberculosia servic? 
had to resort to out-patient 
treatment by means of 
chemotherapy on as large a 
scale an possible. 

There jis also a somewhat 
alarming reference to th? 
wastage of graduated 
nurnes, with the observation 
that unless this wastag-| 5c, 
can be prevented “it is 
going to be very difficult to 
provide the leavening of 
trained nurses which wiil 
be essential for staffing the 
proposed new Kowloon 
Hospital or to staff other 
departmental institutions

DMITTEDLY the facts and 
statistics contained in 
the report are nearly a 
year old, and between the 
time of the rvport's pre- 
poration and Its publica- 
tion, the situation, tv some 
extent, has conceivably 
changed. Nevertheless, the 
general picture remains 
a pretty grim one, 
and certainly cannot be re- 
garded with any sense of 
complacency or indifference, 
The problem of losing the 
services of nurses after 
they have been trained will 
probably correct itself with 
the imtroduction of new 
salaries and other revisions 
in terms of employment. 
The cause of the wastage 
haying been found, the 
remedy is simple enough. 
Much more compiicated is 
the problem of providing 
sufficient accommodation

Mr MeNulty made this statement after a 
meeting today with Mr E. G. A. Grimwood, 
Director of the Hongkong Government London 
Office. He was given a report on the Colony’s hat 
industry specially prepared by the Hongkong 
Department of Commerce and Industry. 

“From thia it appears Hongkong has 22 hat 


factories,” said Mr McNulty. ‘We had no idea there 
were so many. Our suggestion that Hongkong could
